Egypt may reject Israel’s 
travel documents for Arabs 


Government circles In Jerusalem 
last night said that Ambassador 
Blfahu Ben-Blisaar has been asked 
tn seek clarification of an Egyptian 
statement that Cairo will not accept 
Israeli, travel documents from 
Arabs coming to Egypt from Israel 
and the administered territories. 

Gen. Taha Magdoub, Egypt's 
chief delegate to tbe normalization 
of relations committee with Israel, 
reportedly told Egyptian Ttewamen 
yesterday that Cairo would 
henceforth fssue its own travel 
documents to "Palestinians'* 
residing in the West-Bank and the 
Gaza Strip as well as in Israel. 

According to reports, Magdoub 
said that the Egyptian embassy In 
Tel Aviv will henceforth forward 
requests for travel documents by 
the inhabitants of tbe administered 
territories and Israeli Arabs to the 
office of tbe Egyptian governor of 
Gaza, which has been in Cairo since 
Uie 1967 war. He was reported as 
adding that this srrssgsment 
would be temporary, pending the 
establishment of a self-governing 


authority In the West Bank and 
Gaza. 

Magdoub was further quoted ae 
saying that Egypt has rejected an 
Israeli proposal that Arab 
travellers crossing Its frontiers 
with Egypt use Israeli documents. 

Magdoub said that under tbe 
^angement decided by Egypt, the 
. frontier post of El-Arish woidd open 
tor Arab visitors as of next l^s- 
day. 

An Arab notable In Haifa, 
meanwhile. told .TAs Jaruaalam 
that it Magdotib's remarks 
proved true, Israeli Arabs would 
oppose the Egyptian measure. 

The notable-, who asked that his 
name be withheld, said: "Egypt 
should understand our status os 
citizens of Israel, We won't give up 
our Israeli travel documents even 
for a vfaic to the land of the 
pharaohs." 

The notable predicted that West 
Bankers also might not agree to 
give up their Jordanian travel 
documents In favour of Egyptian- 
inspired "Palestinian" papers.

Begin unlikely to take 
surprises to Carter

Sadat said relying on 
Carter to pressure Begin

Sadat stni Insisted that East 
Jerusalem could not be annexed to 
Israel, that Israeli settlement 
should be frozen, and that the 
proposed Palestinian self-rule 
council should have all the powers 
of the Israeli military governor and 
his civilian administration, tbe 
reports eald. 

Sadat reportedly is relying on 
Carter to force concessions out of 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
next week on the grounds that 
Egypt's position had worldwide 
support. 

One sign of change, however, is 
the greater emphasis Egypt is now 
putting on demilitarizing the ad- 
ministered territories once the 
Palestinian council eomes to 
power. Egypt hopes the Idea will 
prevent foraelia foom objecting to 
every Egyptian proposal as a 
threat to Its security. 

Sadat's stand on Jerusalem 
remained ambiguous. He would 
like to see the city united, but it was 
not clear whether tills would go 
beyond the unl^ of public utilities 
Egypt has mentioned tn the past 
E^^t now talks about "ree^pUz- 
Ing Palestinian rights tn East 
Jerusalem" rather tban "Arab 
sovereignty over East Jerusalem." 

Egyptian sources tn Washington 
said the freeze on settlement would 
create a favourtble climate for 
Palestinian participation In the 
negotiations. At the end of tbe five- 


year tranalttonal period, the self- 
rule council would have tbe power 
to grant or deny Israelis tbe right to 
settle. 

The idea of implementing 
autonomy In the Gaza Strip first did 
not appear to have arisen in the 
Washington talks, altbou^ Sadat 
showed enthusiasm for the scheme 
In an Interview with "The 
Washington Post." 

Tbe Cairo pre» gave promlzieDce 
yesterday to Sadat's offer to ad-

The Israeli military command in 
Tcl Aviv said simply that "The 
army Is carryingout patrol activity 
in South Lebanon as part of preven- 
tive measures to meet more possi- 
ble attacks by terrorists."

The n>P spokesman yesterday- 
confirmed only that Israel had 
moved toreea into Southern 
Lebanon In what he described as a 
patrolling action to ensure that 
more terrorist incursions Into 
Israel, like Monday's at Misgav 
Am. do not recur. 

Thus far, there is no clear indica- 
tion of how long Israel will keep its 
forces inside Lebanon, or what the 
ultimate size of these forces will be.

Sadat first voiced his wish to 
come to the Knesset once more, this 
time to speak about tbe Palestine 
problem, in the last issue of the 
Cairo weekly "October." 

The idea of a Sadat visit did not 
come up at yesterday’s cabinet 
meeting, according to Secretary 
Arye Naor. Officials said no request 
concerning a Sadat visit had been 
forwarded via any channel in Cairo 
or in Tel Aviv. 

Before Sadat spoke to Israel TV

"Nearly every day there's some 
strike or another. Today’s its the 
merchants and petrol stations,” 
one shopper said. 


The strike was called by the 
ehnmbtira of commerce tO pfrotest- 
what they call discrimination 
against them by the government. 
The retailers and wholesalers con- 
tend they are being ruined by taxes 
on inflaLionary proflta and unfair 
taxes on employees In their pay. 

Much of the Impact of the strike 
was lost by the decision of the 
supermarket chains, consumer 
cooperatives and Histadrut-owned 
enterprises to remain open. 

The only arcs in which chambers 
of commerce could claim complete 
success was with petrol stains.

Sarid said he didn't Oiink 
there was any need to change the 
situation in sou ther n Lebanon con- 
cerning the UNIFIL troops station- 


ed there. 

MK Rabbi Halm Druckman. on 
the other hand, said that Israel 
must demand the evacuation of UN 
troops from southern Lebanon. 
There is no need for them, he said, 
and the UN is only an obstacle to 
IDF operations against the 
terrorists.

Soldiers with the Irish battalion 
said the Israeli force included 150 to 
2d0 soldiers. 

The Israelis were spotted across 
four locations, around the villages 
of Kunln. Arar, Taibeh and Shakra 
~ all within the enclave controlled 
by Haddad's forces. 

Officials said the Israelis were 
south of, and b eyon d, the areas 
patrolled by UNIFIL's 6,000-man 
force, which was sent Into the coun- 
tzV two years ago in the wake of 
Israel's March 14, 1978, massive in- 
cursion into South Lebanon. 

A UN spokesman In Beirut said 
that all UN forces in Southern 
Lebanon were ordered to a "state of 
full alert in light of tbe 
developments in the region.” The 
spokesman skid that Israeli forces 
had brought in bulldosera, and 
diplomatic sources in Beirut aaid 
that the Israelis appeared to be , 
building a road. The UN sp okesm an i 
also said that a senior UNIFIL of- 
ficer was wounded yesterday when .

Petrol soon to cost IS3 2 a litre

The price of fuel Is dud to rise 
soon by 25 per cent bringing 94 oc- 
i tane petrol up to 1S8.2 a litre, accor- 
1 ding to economists in Jenisalem. 
It But the prices of Industrial fuel, and 
i. hence electricity, will rise by a 
t higher 40 per cent as the Treasury 
” apparently tries to limit what 
economists call the consumer's 
subsidy to industry. 

^ -The Treasury and the Ministry of 
*“ Industry. Trade and Tourism and 
Si^Kncrgy Ministry are agreed in prln- 
*“®ciplc that the fuel price must go up 
soon because of tbe devaluation of 
btraeli currency and changes in 


prices abroad. But both Industry 
Minister Gideon Patt and Finance 
Minister Yigael Hurvltz would like 
to delay the rise for different 
reasons. Murvitz wants a delay In 
order to keep the consumer-pAce 
index from rising by much more 
than 8 per cent. Patt wants heavy 
industrial fuels to stay relatively 
cheap bccaua&of their effect on in- 
dust^ which uses either heavy 
fuels or electricity generated from 
the cheaper oil. 

Rut economists claim that in- 
dustry should be warned now that 
the price of industrial fuel must in- 
evitably go up by much more than 
that of petrol. They maintain that 
when Energy Minister Yitsjiak 


Moda'l says in public that the 
government subsliUses the price of 
fuel, he means the price of heavy 
masut and naphta used by industry 
and for goneratl^ electricity. Tbe 
price paid by the motorist for petrol 
Is still double the cost of the l^hteh 
fuels for the government. 

By subsidlring industry thtatigh 
fuel, the economists say, the 
government la also indlrectiy sub- 
sidizing .exports. They ihslntain 
that the government must -Stop ab- 
ting like a private comply by 
charfdng consumers according to 
the highest prices it pays for fuel 
abroad. The consumer, they say. 
ought- to pay according to the 

average price. 


Stricks. secretary of the Agents and 
Service Stations- Owners Associa- 
tion, said his organisation had 
.allowed stations In Eilat and those 
which sell petrol to the army to re- 
main ' open. AM other member 
Stations wore closed, he said. 

In Jerusalem, petrol atattons 
were among the few businesses on 
Strike. The capital's chamber 
decided to boycott the strike and 
only a few shops were closed. 
Petrol was available, however, in 
East Jerusalem. 

A representative of the local 
merchants association in Haifa said 
that 95 per cent of the retailers and 
alt the wholesalers were closed and 
the city looked as if It was on holi- 


day. ■ 

. The Kncasct Finance- Committee 
debated the strike yesterday, and 
members s.iid that although they 
deplored the action they understood 
the merchants’ motives.

(ODottfioed from page One) 
ed the U.S. Interpretation of the 
significance of the autonomy 
tr^ework agreement. 

“1 have reread this document 
lately and it is filled not only with 
achievement, but with promise," 
he said. 

"It would be inconceivable that 
we would let this promise slip from 
our grasp and end the hopes and the 
confidence and the aspirations of 
two troubled peoples and indeed the 
entire world with laiiure. It is in- 
conceivable." 

Carter stressed that Israel 
agreed "to withdraw the military 
government and the elvUlan ad- 
snlnistratlon associated with it, and 
then to withdraw all her troops 
from the occupied territories, and 
then the remainder' ^ those troops 
to he located In specified aeeurity 
locations. 

"The peo'ple of those two 
territories are granted autonomy, 
and, as Prime Minister Begin said 
many times in the presence of 
President Sadat and me, not Just 
autonomy, full autoiwmy — fuU 
autonomy, he said, many, many 
tlmea.” 

Regarding security on the West 
Bank and Gssadorlag the proposed 
five-year transition period, Carter 
said: "It is impoftant for ns to know 
that the agtedment balls for a 
strtfig local poBce fotce, and for 
that UKsai poUOfl force to be in- 
tefrelated wltb law enforcement of- 
flCiab Id JordM and in Egypt and 
In other sirironadlng oountrieo.*’ 

He also stressed tbe potential 
gains for the Palestinians en- 
visaged in the agreement, including 
"a recognltlon"of their ' 'legitimate 
rights.." 

During his toast at the dinner, 
Sadat also focused on the Palesti- 
nian question. "We are determined 
to pursue our mission lUntll a com- 
prefaensive settlement Is 
achieved," he said. "This was our 
pledge when we started together 
and it remains our .firm commit- 
ment. If a comprehensive settle- 
ment was a necessity at tbe time we 
began our endeavour, it Is an ab- 
solute must today." 

He added; "Li the weeks and 
months ahead, we ahsll continue to 
work together for the consolidation 
of peace. We shall spare no effort in 
our concerted drive to effect a 
genuine change .In the West Bank 
and Gaza. 

"A real transfer of autlmrtty 
must take place and a new era of 


reconciliation should begin.. This 
would be in the Interest of all 
nations, not the Palestinian people 
alone. No one benefits from the con- 
tinuation of occupation and. the 
perpetuation of conflict.” 

Sadat and other Egyptian of- 
ficials said they were pleased by 
the course of the discu^ona with 
Carter. 

Immediately following the ses- 
sion at the White House. Sadat 
drove to Capitol HUl where House 
majority leader Jim Wright hosted 
a reception in the Egyptian leader's 
honour. Later, Senate majority 
leader' Robert Byrd hosted a 
similar reception. 

Sadat's discussion in Congress as 
well as during separate sessions 
with Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance. Secretary of Defence 
Harold Brown and Secretary of 
Commerce Philip Klutznick turned 
to U.8. -Egyptian relations, es- 
pecially increased U.8. economic 
and militaiy assistance. 

Sadat was very warmly received 
by the congressmen, who applaud- 
ed when Wright described tbe 
Egyptian leader as "the world 
statesman whom Americans piost 
admire." 

Jokingly, the night before. Carter 
slmilBrly said tta^ as he coaUnnes 
his campaign for re^lactfon, he .is 
grateful that “one man is not run- 
ning against me in the U.8. ~ hew 
would you like to run agsinst Anwar 
Sadat for president of tbe United 
l^tates?" 

After the laughter subsided, 
Carter added; "I -would guess that 
he is possibly tbe most popular man 
not only In our country, but in most 
parts of the world, because he has 
demonstrated In his own life in a un- 
Ique and exemplary way 
statesmanship, understanding of 
others in s strong and com- 
passionate and self-confident 
manner, and the epitome of 
political courage." 

During all of Sadat’s public com- 
ments be has praised Carter, 
although he has usually coupled 
that with appreciation of the 
American people so as not to be 
seen as interfering In domestic U.S. 
politics.

U.S. mayors query freedom 
of Arab mayors to travel

Some of the i3 American mayon 
convening in Jerusalem wondered 
aloud yesterday about the freedom 
of West Bank mayors to visit Che 
U.S. 

During a question and answer 
period with Israeli officials, 
Cleveland .Mayor George Voinorieh 
asked whether It w*as true that the 
mayor of .N'abius had been denied 
permission by Israeli authorities to 
travel to she U.S. Voinovich said he 
had been queried on this by Arab- 
American cor,stlcuents before he 
left for Israel. "Is this official 
policy?" 'ne asked. 

Another mayor said he had 
likewise been infonned that two 
West Bank mayors had been barred 
from leaving the country. A local 
newspaper, he said, bad asked why 
American mayors were travelUng 
to Israel when Israel prevented 
Arab mayors from leaving for the 
U.S. 

The questions were fielded by 
Moshe Arad, assistant director- 
general of the Foreign Ministry in 
charge of information. He said that 
Arab mayors from the West Bank 
often travelled abroad. In the 
specific eases involved, however. 


there was reason to beheve uiai the 
mayors Intended to encourage 
terrorist activity. 

"We live dangerously in this part 
of the world," he said. "We don’t 
mind if the mayors' views are 
anathema or if they support a 
Pa!jrs:inia.n state. But we draw the 
line at political terrorist activity." 

Mayor Teddy Kollek. who is 
hosting the mayors’ conference, 
declined to discuss government 
policy on the IVest Bank. He noted, 
however, that in Jerusalem the 
A.>*Ab population had remained 
static during 19 years of Jordanian 
rule because of emigration. During 
23 years of Israeli rule, the Arab 
population of the city had doubled, 
he said. 

"It can’t be so terrible living un- 
der Israeli rule," he suggested. 

' ‘All these stories that we’re driving 
the Arabs out Just aren't true." 

He also noted that, while no Arab 
newspaper had existed Jn Jorda- 
nian Jerusalem, there were now 
three independent Arab dailies in 
East Jerusalem which regularly 
condemned the Israeli government. 

"^e Arabs regard themselves as 
occupied." he said, "and we have a 
problem of terrorism in this coun- 
try. But our methods are the 
mildest you esn imagine,"

Not one fired 
or we strike

TEL AVIV, — El .AI's air c.»‘ews 
yesterday decided to declare a 
work dispute, the necessary 
preliminary step to a strike, if 
management fires one, pilot or 
navigator. 

The decision was made at a stor- 
my meeting convened by El ,41’s air 
crews v.*orlcs committee to discuss 
their reaction to management’s In- 
tention to dismiss the airline's 21 
navigators and two junior pilots. 
The pitots accused management of 
reneging on Us promises and plac- 
ing the lull burden of the cempArty’s 
retrenchment programme on them. 

El .\1 board chairman Avraham 
Shavit and general manager 
Yitzhak Shander, who came to the 
meeting to explain management's 
position, left in a huff when the 
pitots blasted the retrenchment 
programme. 

Before leaving, Shavit caiied on 
the air crews not to sabotage the 
programme by opposing the dis- 
missals of the navigators, who have 
not been working as narigators for 
approximately lO years because the 
airline no longer needs them. 

As the result of a labour court .--ui- 
ing. El A1 has been forced to keep 
paying the navigators, some of 
whom have been assigned to other 
woric for the airline. Others, 
though, reportedly simply collect 
their pay each month wlUle waiting 
for retirement. 

Shavit said there was no 
economic or moral Justification for 
paying the narigators salaries at 
the expense of the Israeli taxpayer, 
or for including them in the voltm- 
tary retirement programme, which 
would cost millions of shekels. 

Air crews works committee 
member Baruch Pusman said that 
management must allow the 
navigators, and pilots who so 
desired, to be included in the retire- 
ment programme. 

Hlstadrut trades union represen- 
tative Dan Schwartzbard called 
upon El Al’a air crews and manage- 
ment not to aggravate the dispute 
over the navigators before 
Hlstadrut secretary-general 
Yeroham Meshel and Shavit meet 
to discuss the problem. 

Meanwhile, It was learned that El 
Al's management has decided not 
to approve the applications of a 
number of workers who have 
applied for voluntary retirement; 
on the grounds -that those'vrarbers 
are necessary for the operation of 
the airline. 

Some of the applicants have 
already secured new jobs and made 
pjans of how to spend their 
severance payments.

Chad cease-fire collapses; 
heavy fighting in capital 


N'DJAMENA. — Heavy fighting 
brolcc out again in the embattled 
capital city of Chad yesterday, 
despite a truce signed on Tuesday 
bv the rival armies fighting for 


power. 

Shelling and bombing resumed 
early yesterday morning in many 
areas of the capital after a quiet 
night which had led to hopes that 
the cease-fire was going to hold. 

Fighting in N’Djamena yester- 
day went into its iStta day as forces 
toyal to President Goufcouni 
Queddei battled with those of 
Defence Minister Hissene Habre. 
So far about 800 people iiave been 
killed and 2.000 wounded. 

The fighting was particularly in- 
tense in the northeast area of the 
town, where a strategic gen- 
darmerie barracks Is located, close 
to .1 French air force base where l,- 
100 French combat troops are 
stationed.

There can be no 
doubt that he is already fully 
equipped to start on a promising 
career. Hla technical prowess does 
not even need to be empbajrlzed. 
Plavln'8 general attitude to so 
responrible that technical perfee* 
tlon can almost be taken for 
granted. 

One rarely encounters an artist 
whose appntoch to so dedicated, so 
unready to coraproratoe.

WITH THE final retreat of tWa 
veer’s very wet and long winter we 
brdoners should be thankful for 
the abim(lnnce of water which 

flooded the landscape, filled

It will save us many work hours 
and expensive waterings, especial- 
iv for all trees, perennial vines, 
roses and other deep-rooting shrubs 
• during the warmer season of spr- 
ing All shallow-rooting plants. 
' however, like annual flowers, 
radishes, lettuce, lawaa, etc.. 
- should be watered regularly now i-z 
times per week and all flowering 
tand not yet blooming) bulbplants, 
like tulips, dutch Irise*; 
amaryllises, freeaias, etc., should 
' get a go^ watering at least once a 
"week. The same is true for all cacti 
•and succulents which are awaking 
now from their winter dormancy. 
Potted house plants too. which were 
'satisfied with a minimum amount 
’ of water during their rest period, 
are entitled now to a regular water- 
ing several times per week.

WHAT TO DO. Where mulch 
material had been used for winter 
protection, it may be removed now 
gradually and added to the compost 
heap. In the hills, where more bad 
weather and frosts are likely to oc- 
cur, you may postpone mulch 
removing until the end of April. 

The warmer weather is like an in- 
vitation to t h e h ome gardeners- to 
start intensive outdoors work. First 


you have to dig all your ground irith 
a garden fork or a spade and then 
leave It in raw condition for 2-3 
days, before vou take your rake to 

remove bigger stones, penetoatlng 
tree roots, weeds, etc. and to level It 
to be ready (or plantli^. 

If you treated your ground with 
organic matter (manure or com- 
post) last year, you must not repeat 
it this season. Later, when all new 
plants are well established, you 
may add half a teaspoon of a 
general fertiliser (“20-20-20") once 
a week to every plant. If you didn t 
feed your gardeiv.lnten6lvely last 
year or if you are preparing a new 
bed. dig in compost or rotted cow 
manure (one sack (or every 8-10 
square metres). ^ , 

April is the month when much of 
the year’s planting la done. The 
long winter prevented many garden 
lovers from starting earlier, but 
now. when the ground becomes 
workable and you can easily dig it, 
there is no reason to wait - any 
longer. 


summer bloom: Tubers of dahlias, 
corms of gladiolus, gloxinias and 
tuberous begonias as well as many 
'kinds of lilies, like Llllum regale, 
Lillum martagon. Llllum tlgrlnum, 
etc. Lilies have a reputation for be- 
ing difficult plants to grow. This Is 
quite untrue of the modem hybrids 
which may be grown as any taller 
border plants. 

Nurseries, garden centres and 
soed shops are full of flower plants 
now, so you can easily choose your 
favourites.

Productivity boss says 
budget cut too harsh, 
but lauds export effort

HAIFA. — Productivity Znstituto 
director YisrncI Meldan yesterday 
charged th«u bce.iuac of a "falling 
economic policy" national produc- 
tivity levels reached an all-Umc low 
in 1373. "Agriculture, for Instance, 
which has always been the coun- 
try's must successful productive 
sector, not only did not expand (Ait 
ye.ir.“ he said, “but actually 
decreased by three per cent. 
Building aiso decreased by five per 
cent and industry, on which wc had 
pinned our hopes, went up by a 
mere one per cent during that 
year." 

There la an enormous difference 
between setting an economic policy 
and having the means to Implement 
It. “The best theory will lead 
nowhere if we have no way of carry- 
ing it out," he said. The budget 
slimming underlaken uy ‘.he 
govemmem some time ago, has In- 
deed succeeded In lowering de- 
mand and cutting expenses, but the 
price was too heavy. "Those who 
produced for the local market have 
been hit hardest because they were 
the first to feol the effects of the 
decrease In demand when the 
government subsidies were cut out. 
What makes matters worse for 
them la that because of thu coun- 
try's peculiar clreumstaneea, they 
cannot easily adapt themselves .to 
the new situation. If idb workers 
produce 200 units per hour, one can- 
not simply lay off 50 workors and 
expect them to make lOO units an 
hour. 


At the same time. Meidan con- 
ceded. an extraordinary effort has 
been made towuda increasing ex- 
ports by all possible sectors. “In- 
dustries have been looking for new 
markets everywhere and putting 
their best efforts Into limdog local 
production lines to exports." 

Aa a consequence, during the first 
three months of Uils year alone ex- 
ports actually Inereaaed by almost 
37 per cent over the same period In 
1973 (about S3 per cent In real 
terms). What ia needed now, 
Meldan said, is a breath of fresh 
air. otherwlae there will be etagna- 
tlon. "Tliere ia a general tear of tak- 
ing the Initiative and of making new 
Investments. Things cannot go on 
much longer in this way.'* he eon- 
eludod.

Coimter-productive strike 

THE HEADS of the merchants* organizations who insisted on 
holding a one-day shopkeepers' strike across the country — 
though not in Jerusalem — yesterday must have been cap- 
tivated by their own rhetoric. There is no other explanation to 
their decision to stage what proved to be one of the most 
counter-productive stoikes in recent times. ■ ^ 

The theory behind such a strike in a service to the public is 
that toe public should be sufficiently, but not too badly m- 
convenienced. Then, presumably, the public will put pressure 
oh the politicians who control the purse strings — to give m to 
the strikers’ demands. 

Yesterday's experience proved that the consumers are not et^ 
tirely dependent on toe services provided by the merchante, and 
that even a protracted strike would work more to their own 
detriment than to that of the public. The hoped-for pressure on 
the politicians failed to materialize. 

What the strike may, on the other hand, have done was to rein- 
force a widespread prejudice against the commercial sector aa 
one bloated with needless personnel, and grown unjustly rich 
from hyperinflation. Israelis puffing to keep from falh^ too far 
behind in their living standards, may now have even less sym- 
pathy for merchants seeking to lighten their tax burden.

REPORT SUSPICIOUS 
OBJECTS! 


THROUGHOUT the land, people 
are tired of their government. So 
arc some of its own minlstera. Any 
fresh manifestations of tiresome 
thcntricality. forced fortitude, 
puerile political Ineptness, 
amateurish administrative In- 
competence and squalid squabbling 
merely arouse a feeling of deja uu. 

People are tired even of hearing 
about it. The critics have long ago 
run out of condemnatory 
superlatives and pejorative 
metaphors. Even their number can 
hard^ grow any more; There are 
so few former supporters left to 
cross the lines. The daily dose of 
derogation in the press, over radio 
and TV. merely ^vea a feeling of* 
drja mtewin. • 

There Is a universal desire tor 
early elections, and few reaUy e^ 
to ask what the Labour Party will 
offer after its restoration to power. 
All that most people want right now 
Is that the present government get 
out. Even many of its own sup- 
porters long almost openly to 
return to the comfort of sterile op- 
position, where they can make im- 
pressive noises to their heart's con- 
tent. 

If elections were held today, most 
people would vote Labour even if Its 
platform was a blank sheet of 
paper. After all. the Labour Party 
is not an unknown quantity in 
Israel. When one decides to return 
from a disappointing extra-marital 
affair to one’s lawful spouse, one is 
not likely to count the well-known 
wrinkles and warts. 

However, the elections are stiU 
some way off even if they are to be 
early. The government may even 
drag out its survival and remain 
clinically alive until the case 
becomes terminaJ in November 
1981. 

In their haste to return to power, 
Labour's leaders may overrate the 
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damage that’ the present govern- 
ment can still wreak on the nation, 
and underrate the electoral benefit 
they may reap from, letting Mr. 
Begin and associates run .their full 
course. , 

Nevertheless, as the elections 
come closer, the people wiU view 
the wrinkles and warts on Labour s 
face at ever shorter range.-Public 
opinion polls, are one thing; actual 
elections are another. In the. 
former, people may give vent to 
their disgust with what is; whenthe

latter come around, they m^ 
remember old loyalties and express

IT IS, therefore, appropriate to ask 
what Labour will bring back from 
its sojourn in the desert. In foreign 
policy, we know — more or less, fe 
home polieles. particularly 
economic policy, the image is much 
more blurred. The usual answer is 
that there has been no change. 

On the available evidence, that 
seems to be true. No new soci^ and 
economic gospels have been beard 


so far. No new prophets have lOAde. 
the wtidemeas -reverberate with- 
their revelations. On the face of It,, 
it Is the same old.Liabour Party, m 
rotroapeet, and by comparison with 
what we have . nbw, it appaara to 
have been, after all, not too bad. 
But It alao arouaes no flutter of ex- - 
cltement when we come to think « 
tomorrow. 

All this U aupetficlaUy. pwhap- 
even, basically, -true. After aU, the 
Labour-movement hat been laraA 
for a long time. It has shaped and 
reflected a Jong tradition of c<wen- 

sua on national goals and prioritlM, 

social values and-politlcal co nduc t. 
These are always long-lived strup- 
tures. They do Aol change much in a 
few years. 

But beneath the surface there 
have been changes. Imperceptlhle 
as they .may .s.eeni at the moment, 
they are bound' to make themaelvM 
felt when LabCur’ is restored to 
power, although; they may not be 
dramatic. Old-timers and younger, 
ideologists In the Labour movement 
continue to call for a fundamental 
change, a rejuvenation of old 
values or the shaping ot a new type 
of socialist Zioxdsm. 

ll won't happen. 'The changes are 
more of style than substantive con- 
tent. more on the level of manage- 
ment and implementation than -on 
the level of goals, and values.

As to Israel, everything that 
happened to it so far — as well as its 
very existence and survival — was 
unpredictable.
